‘They issued from the wood on 
the left of the path before me, and seemed a fu- 
neral procession. I stood aside and listened.— 
The sound of suppressed grief rose above their 
solemn footsteps; and above that, the sound of 
distinct lamentation. Some raised their eyes to 
heaven, and cried, * Help, Lord, for the righteous 
man ceaseth.”” Some smote upon their breasts, 
saving, alas! alas! such splendid talents, so 
quickly buried ! While one, who as | subsequently 
learned was the pastor of the flock, lifted his | 
prophetic voice, exclaiming, “Terrible will be! 
their retribution ; terrible the morning of their res- 
urrection !” 

My curiosity had increased to interest border- 
ing on apprehension; and as the sounds of the, 
mysterious procession died away, | almost doubt- | 
ed the evidence of my senses. Resolved to know | 
the meaning of this strange spectacle, | hastened 
to the opening where the procession first emerged 
from the woodland. ‘There embowered in a dark | 
recess of yew and cypress, | discovered a ruined | 
gateway. Above it was an inscription which I 
read with the greatest difficulty. After drawing 
back the dense boughs of a cypress which nearly 
covered it, | was able to decypher these mysterious | 
words. 

“ The Burying Place of Talents.” 

Attracted by the intensest curiosity, I urged 
my course through the darkened pathway, and | 
emerged in an open field, planted with graves 
and surrounded with tombs. Most of the grave | 
stones stood facing the east, a position which 
greatly facilitated my reading of their inscrip- 
tions ; for the moon, which was now full two hours 
above the horizon, shone full on the faces of the 
grave stones, and on the front of the westerly 
range oftombs. My attention was arrested by the | 
same name inscribed on every tomb ; and at first 
I thought | must have entered a family cemetery, 
where none but the members of the family of 
* Talents” had been gathered to their fathers.— 
But my mistake was rectified by the first entire 
epitaph which [ read, and found that I had enter- | 
ed the great burial place of Christian talents.

OLD AND NEW FASHIONS. 


Br. Stevens,—There is much said at the pres- 
ent time about old fashioned Methodism, as though 
we had a new fashioned Methodism. 1 must con- 
fess I think we have. Some representatives of 
ancient times are among us, who stand like single 
trees on the mountains, as sentinels in the towers 
of our Zion. ‘These hoary men are giants, who 
have slain their thousands, having been the direct 
means of the salvation of thousands of souls.— 
When they gave themselves to the church, they 
possessed a competency of this world’s goods ;— 
otherwise, they would have been driven from the 
field long ago. One, who has preached more 
than forty years, assured me that he did not re- 
ceive a dollar during the first two years of his la- 
bor. Three hundred souls were converted on 
his circuit the third year, and he received but 
thirty-four dollars as his salary. The fourth year 
he received sixteen dollars; the fifth, eighteen 
dollars; the sixth, with a family, thirty dollars ; 
the eighth, fifty dollars. 

When they moved, they found no tenements 

. provided and furnished for them ; frequently. had 
to store their goods in barns; while for months, 
their families were obliged to travel extensive 
circuits with them. Sometimes on horseback, 
with a bundle of hay lashed behind them, they 
would travel thirty or forty miles into the forest, 
following the emigrant to his cabin with the Gos- 
pel; perhaps blockaded by heavy snows, far away 
from their families, and detained until they suf- 
fered, as | heard a woman once say, she awoke 
one morning without a stick of wood to burn, or 
a particle of any thing for herself and two small 
children to eat, but a piece of mouldy cheese. 

Their appointments were hundreds of miles 
apart, their moves expensive ; frequently costing 
them all they had received the previous year.— 
They were obliged to put out their children be- 
fore they were old enough to remember their pa- 
rents. 

Their property, farms, homes and strength are 
now gone. ‘Their thin, pale forms, their trembling 
hands and halting steps, admonish us that they 
long since passed life’s halfway house ; that their 
work is done, and they are waiting to be carried 
to their home in heaven. Their cnly hope is the 
Preachers’ Aid Society. They stretch out their 
hands to this. Shall they take them in empty ? 
Must they turn their eyes to the poor house, as a 
home for old age? No! That church contains 
the elements of its own destruction, which will not 
provide for such men as these—wonccrs of our 
age. 

The new fashion is, to send preachers to good 
churches, with commodious meeting houses, com- 
foritable parsonages, well furnished ; warm hearts 
and outstretched arms to receive them: pay them 
a good salary ; anticipate all their wants; and then 
crown the whole with a good donation visit: leav- 
ing behind them numerous tangible evidences of 
an affectionate and benevolent people. One such 
we have just enjoved in this place ; and one of the 
practical resulis of the same is, three new subscri- 
bers for Zion’s Herald.

TEXAS. 


A correspondent of the Paritan (whom we recog- 
nize as an old friend) writes as follows about Texas : 


In regard to the public sentiment: of this country 
on the subject of slavery, I think the people of New 
England are greatly in error. In all my acquaint- 
ance in Texas, and it is very extensive, I know of 
only one individual who is an intelligent and consistent 
professor of religion, who approves of slavery in the 
abstract, or who thinks the institution sanctioned by 
the Bible. I can assure you of one thing ; that there 
is a great deal of genuine anti-slavery feeling in 
Texas, although south of the line indicated in the 
Constitution, all States which may be formed out of 
our present territory may come into the Union as 
slave States. It has been suggested, that as our 
Western territory, in consequence of its immediate 
contiguity te Mexico, and the consequent insecurity 
of slave property, and from the additional fact of its 
adaptedness to white labor, might be organized into 
a free State; and as many of its present inhabitants 
are from countries in which slavery does not exist, 
it is not unlikely a majority of votes would prefer ad- 
mission as a free State; and it will be recollected 
that, in all the territory north of latitude 35, no’ slave 
State can be organized. The country north of that 
latitude is said to embrace much excellent soil, and 
to possess a most salubrious climate, so that in that 
section of Texas, those of our New England friends 
who do not wish to reside in a slaveholding commu- 
nity, can find scope sufficient for their characteristic 
enterprise. 

The cause of morality and religion is gaining 
ground. Our ecclesiastical statistics would not vary 
essentially from the following estimate. Methodists— 
travelling preachers, 40; communicants, 6000. Bap- 
tists—communicants, 3000, Presbyterians—ministers, 
30; communicants, 1500. Episcopalians—ministers, 
3; communicants, 150.

FOREIGN ITEMS. 


A fetter from Rome states that some of the refugees 
from Rimini, in the states of Tuscany, have been detected ina 
conspiracy to seduce a battalion of the line, and enter with 
it into the Roman States. Twenty soldiers who had been se- 
duced by the conspirators have fled, to avoid punishment. 


The judgment of the Tribunal of Leipsic, in the 
case of the riots of August 12, was pronounced on the 12th inst. 
All the prisoners are found guilty of rebellion, and sentenced to 
five years’ close imprisonment. 

Foreign grain, in anticipation of the speedy removal 
of the duties, is pouring into Leith in immense quantities.— 
Lofts and warehouses are nearly filled, and the demand for them 
daily increasing. 

The King of Bavaria has issued a decree abolish- 
ing the custom of compelling his Protestant soldiers to kneel 
on the passing of the host, and declaring that, on the occasion 
of the procession outside the church, on the day of the Fete 
Dieu, none but Catholic soldiers should attend. 


A Mr. Solomon, for 48 years a respectable house- 
holder, but latterly much reduced in circumstances, died the 
other day of excessive joy, caused by his election as one of the 
pensioners upon the Holburn estate charity, by which he was 
entitled to £30 a year, and residence in an alms-house.

Congressional. 





The Senate did not sit, Jan 24. 

In the House, the Florida election case was taken up imme- 
diately after the reading of the journal. Mr. Stevens, of Geor- 
gia, spoke in favor of Mr. Cabell, and Mr. Selden, of Virginia, 
in favor of Mr Brockenbrough. ‘The vote was taken by yeas 
and nays. The resolution declares that Mr. Brockenbrough 
is entitled toa seat as member from Florida, and this resolu- 
tion was carried; yeas 99, nays 85. 

Mr. Brockenbrough was then sworn in, and the House ad- 
journed amid some confusion. 

OREGON. 


In Senate, Jan. 26, Mr. Mangum ofiered a substitute for the 
Oregon resolution, declaring that the question ought to be sub- 
mitted to the arbitration of a third power. It was postponed 
to the 10th February. 

Mr. Allen called up his resolution in relation to the interfer- 
ence of foreign powers in American affairs. It was carried— 
ayes 23, nays 21. 

Mr. Cass rose and said he had some objection to its phraseol- 
ogy which might be changed. 

The subject had no limit in extent. The principle was 
established by Mr. Monroe’s administration. The very last 
arrival from Europe showed the necessity of explaining this doc- 
trine ; as it bad been evidently misunderstood in England. 

The papers there, supposed the President intended to claim 
Oregon on this very ground—of preventing any further coloni- 
zation of the American continent by European powers. No 
| such doctrine was entertained here, as the progressive encroach- 
ment on the possessions of other nations on this continent. 

Mr. Monroe has expressly said that the ‘‘ existing power ”’ of 
foreign nations must be respected. 

His anti-colonization doctrine, was simply this—that the free 
and independent nations of this continent should not be re-col- 
onized; that they should not be overrun; nor their government 
changed by foreign power. 

It may not be extraordinary, however, if Mr. Polk did in- 
tend to apply it to California—the possession of which would 
enable Great Britain to complete their cirele around us. 

Mr. Cass alluded to M. Guizot’s doctrine of balance cf pow- 
er, which he had proposed to apply to this continent. What 
was that balance of power ? it had deluged Europe in blood— 
and resisted every attempt for the improvement in the form of 
any government. It enabled five powers in Europe to rule the 
whole world. 

Mr. Cass alluded to the prospects of war with Great Britain. 
His belief was unchanged that it was necessary to prepare for it. 
There was no evidence that Great Britain had changed or 
would change her position on this subject. 

Mr. Webster here asked if any advices had been received. 

Mr. Cass said they had, and intimated that they did not 
show that there was any unfavorable change in the position of 
‘Great Britain on this subject. 

He said, farther, that the French government had demanded 
of Great Britain the cause of her arming; and Great Britain 
lad replied, that it had no reference whatever to France. 

Farther, Mr. Cass was authorized to say, that the govern- 
ment had received official advice that very extensive and formi- 
dable preparations for war were making on this continent by 
Great Britain. 

Mr. Calhoun intimated that he would take part in the debate 
if the discussion were to be continued. 

Mr. Allen said that his purpose was to have, the subject re- 
ferred to the committee on foreign affairs. 

Mr. Calhoun spoke in opposition to the resolution. 

After much debate, the motion of leave was granted, yeas 26, 
nays 21. 

Mr. Simmons and Mr. Woodbridge (Whigs) voted for leave. 
The resolutions were referred. 

In the House Mr. Preston King offered a resolution to ter- 
minate the Oregon debate on Monday next. This was laid on 
the table. 

Mr. King of Georgia, submitted a proposition as a substitute 
for the Oregon resolution in tavor of submitting the question to 
arbitration. 

The House took up the Oregon resolution, and Mr. Pendle- 
ton, of Virginia, made a speech against it.

Mr. Clay then went on to speak of slavery in 
the District of Columbia; and to show that 10,- 
000,000 of northern men had something to do 
with slavery there, seeing that the National Gov- 
ernment has entire jurisdiction over the 10 miles 
square, and that these 10,000,000 constitute a 
majority of the constituents of the Government. 
(Applause. ) 

‘There was another way in which slavery could 
be constitutionally reached. It could be banished 
from territories so far as they were under the ju- 
risdiction of the U.S. governmeut. ‘The domestic 
traffic in slaves now carried on between the states 
could be driven from the land under that clause 
of the Constitution which empowers Congress to 
regulate commerce.
